22.  On  August  7,  1987,  Bill  Bull  and  I  reconned  the  Baugh  and  Grieco  property  lines 
where  the  survey  stakes  had  been  placed.  The  fence  stakes  appeared  to  be  on 
the  line  asset  by  Vollmer  on  Baugh's  property;  however,  they  pulled  up  since 
July  24,  1987.  These  stakes  need  to  be  driven  deeper  in  the  ground.  The  Grieco 
property  line  (fence  encroachment)  will  be  relocated  to  the  survey  line  once 
they  need  to  work  or  repair  it  (Bill  Bull  conversation).  Also,  the  S  lines  of 


of  the  E%,  NW%,  SW%  and  the  NE%,  SW%  were  painted  in  and  posted.  An  existing 
old  fence  appeared  to  fairly  close  to  the  line  at  ground  level,  and  the  adjacent 
landowner  had  flagged  this  up  since  I  had  run  the  line  last  (date  unknown).  One 
tree  was  observed  cut  across  the  line  at  the  mid-point  of  the  S  line  of  the  NE^, 
SW%.  It  was  a  medium  sawtimber  REO--approximately  1  foot  over  the  line.  Also,
